"Alahni, generally, used in its plural form alahnian is a dirge 
wailingly sung in chorus by women mourning the death of a 
relation.

"Sidh Gosti, its discourse or dialogue with the siddhas or 
mystics adept in hathayoga and possessing supernatural 
powers, is the title of one of Guru Nanak's longer composition 
recorded in the Guru Granth Sahib. A goshti (gosthi) seeks 
to expound the respective doctrines of scholars or saints 
participating in it, revealing is the process their dialectical 
prowers and learning.
